Forest Fire Prevention: Your Business, Our Business, Good Business. 
Forest fire prevention slogans have been seen in association with Smokey 
Bear since the late nineteen forties when a national effort to check the 
spread of forest fires was implemented. 


New Hampshire residents recognized that forest fire prevention and 
suppression was the responsibility of every citizen, a half century before 
this national campaign, when our legislature established our first forest 
fire laws in 1903. Since that date, the State has appointed a town/city 
forest fire warden who is responsible for forest fire-law enforcement in his 
municipality. 


All fires kindled out of doors when there is no snow on the ground must 
be approved in writing by the forest fire warden before being kindled. All 
forest fires must be suppressed by the warden and his deputies as soon as 
they are reported. The cost of fire suppression is shared jointly by the 
town/city and the State of New Hampshire, as are forest fire prevention 
and forest fire training costs. 


This state and local municipality cooperative forest fire program has 
given New Hampshire one of the best forest fire records in the United 
States.

The aim of The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service, Inc. continues to 
be to bring the best possible emergency medical service to the four (4) 
towns served, at the lowest possible cost. 


We are fortunate in having expertly trained Driver/Attendants manning 
our ambulances. They are continually training, taking refresher courses 
and giving so unselfishly of the many hours required to keep up a 
volunteer service such as ours. David Dow, one of the originators of 
The Service, and a Driver/Attendant, was honored this year as Emergency 
Medical Technician of the year for the State of New Hampshire. 


Here is a list of some of the training programs that were attended by 
our Drivers in 1980; rape seminar at the Leominster Hospital, first aid 
classes held in Greenville, classes on anatomy and physiology at Mascenic, 
a seminar on poisoning at Burbank Hospital, and an auto extrication 
course. Defensive driving school is being planned for the future. 


In April, we sponsored a Public Relations Day at Mascenic, which was 
well attended by the public. Vials of Life were given out at that time, 
blood pressures were taken, demonstrations were given on the use of radio 
equipment, and other equipment on the ambulances, telephone stickers 
with emergency telephone numbers have been made available to the 
residents of the area. 


We have tried to keep next year’s budget as low as possible. The rising 
costs of repairs and fuel for the ambulances are a major part of the 
increase in expenses. New state laws also require our supplying our 
ambulances with additional equipment, such as fire-proof blankets. 


We Shall continue to do our utmost to give superior service at minimal 
cost to the taxpayers being served.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


Three years work involving many long meetings with the Southwest 
Region Planning Commission and the Citizens’ Advisory Committee has 
brought the Master Plan (Comprehensive Planning Program) nearly to 
completion. The completed Master Plan will be the result of the joint 
work and ideas from the Citizens’ Advisory Committee and the Planing 
Board supplemented by groundwork, guidance, technical assistance, 
preparation, and printing by the Southwest Region Planning Commission. 


The importance of having citizens’ participation, via the Citizens’ 
Advisory Committee, in the Master Planning process cannot be over- 
emphasized and their contributions to the planning process are very much 
appreciated. 


After the Master Plan is completed and adopted by the Planning Board, 
the Board will proceed to implement it. This may include revisions to the 
Subdivision Regulations and proposals of amendments to the Zoning 
Ordinance in order to carry out the recommendations in the Master Plan. 


In 1980, abutters’ hearings were held regarding five subdivisions 
involving thirty lots. The Glen Farm subdivision (fronting on Hadley 
Highway, Mountain View Road, and Senator Tobey Highway) submitted 
by Hancock Homes, Inc. was the most significant one and was the 
principle subject at several of the Board’s meetings. 


A group of amendments to the Zoning Ordinance have been prepared 
for the voters’ consideration.

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REPORT OF SOUTHWEST REGION PLANNING COMMISSION 
A real sense of accomplishment! 


This is and has been the key phrase regarding the work effort of the 
Southwwest Region Planning Commission in 1980. A number of 
programs were undertaken in region economic development, land uses, 
public transportation, energy uses inventory, historic surveys, housing 
assistance plan -- a basic document in support of applications for many 
federal funding programs, and establishment of a circuit rider program to 
help town selectmen and other officials. 


In a continuing program of technical assistance, the Commission 
assisted in the completion of 7 community comprehensive plans (and there 
are 19 in various stages of completion), and subdivision regulations and 
zoning ordinances. Region Planning Commission staff are considered 
staff of the member communities and answer numerous questions 
regarding planning legislation, review of difficult subdivision proposals, 
and assistance in completing funding applications and other research 
matters. 


The Commission’s staff also responds to numerous public and private 
inquiries concerning region economics and demographics. 


In 1980, there were 31 member towns, a good indication that in 
southwest New Hampshire regional planning has come a long way since its 
start with 10 member communities by their votes at March, 1971, .town 
meetings. 


~ Continued work on the town’s comprehensive plan a goal of completion 
by mid - 1981. This work has been undertaken by the planning board 
with assistance from the citizens advisory committee, or sounding board, a 
voluntary group open to all residents, who are considering the town’s 
future. 


The Commission’s executive committee currently includes Frank 
Dierauf, Jr. of Greenfield, chairman; William Robertson of Nelson, vice 
chairman; John von Adler of Sharon, secretary; Timothy N. Robertson of 
Keene, treasurer; and two members-at-large, Peter Poanessa of Swanzey 
and Mary Jane Grasty of New Ipswich.

Historic District Commission 


This Commission was duly appointed and organized as required by the 
Town Meeting vote. During the course of several meetings the 
Commission produced a workable set of by-laws and regulations and a 
tentative list of properties to be included in the District. We were unable 
to bring these items before this meeting for a vote as we had no money for 
the required advertising. You will hear a report at the 1981 annual 
meeting and you will be asked to appropriate a sum of money for the 
advertising. 


“The Movie” 


Some people felt that the making of the movie “Summer’”’ was a quite 
delightful autumn interlude for the Town; others felt that it was a cross 
between a bad dream and a nightmare; others couldn’t have cared less 
about the whole thing. 


The Selectmen allowed the making of the film only after being assured 
that the town would not suffer financially. The producers, Cine Lit of 
New York, established a sizable escrow account in a Keene bank and 
added money to it as requested by the Selectmen. This account still has 
several hundred dollars in it but it isn’t likely that any of it will be needed 
for other expenses. The producers also made a sizable donafion to the 
Scholarship Fund and to the Library. 


The Wilton Re-Cycling Center 


We have been promised a written report on this operation and it will be 
included in the Town Report if it is received in time. It appears that the 
situation has changed little from last year. 


The biggest problem appears to be finding a ready market for salvaged 
materials. 


Bridge Repairs 


The bridge on Converse Road has received basic repairs with more work 
being planned for this year. By careful planning, Mr. Kullgren, was able 
to effect sound repair at a reasonable price. 


Work on other bridges is also planned for this year. 
The Sander 


The truck sander that we have used for several years has reached the 
point at which it is no longer dependable, nor is it economical to maintain 
and repair. We are presently renting a sander under a lease/purchase 
agreement; We are asking the voters to approve this plan under Article 
#10.

The over-expenditure shown for short-term interest was more than off 
set by the interest received from investments of surplus funds. This 
interest came to a total of $5,308.50. You will also note that $6,333.33 of 
the total of $15,594.93 was for the 1979 fiscal year. 


The volunteer Fire Department members are requesting that the Town 
buy a new fire truck this year. This Board urges that the voters consider 
all the needs of the Town and proceed accordingly. If the funds are voted 
for a new truck the money should be raised over a period of years. 


The antique Town scales were strengthened, straightened, and re- 
painted last summer. The cost was about $500.00 and a gift to the Town 
covered the entire amount. Although the scales are not functional they 
are at least more attractive. To make and keep them operable would be 
quite expensive and most likely not worth the price. 


After many years of service to the Town, Mr. Harold Kullgren is 
retiring from the office of Road Agent. He has served the Town well and 
we all owe him a big vote of thanks.

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TEMPLE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Temple Conservation Commission met 5 times during 1980. In 
addition 3 members attended the meeting on historic preservation held in 
Peterborough on May 27th. 


Most of the business this year has been in connection with a timber 
cutting project at the Town Forest. Some of the timber there was starting 
to deteriorate. We received Bob Breck’s recommendations and decided to 
consult Allan Oxman, a registered forester who lives in Temple. Mr. 
Oxman subsequently was engaged to prepare a prospectus of the available 
timber and this was sent out to 6 firms for their bids. The highest bid 
was submitted by Monadnock Forest Products. The cutting is to begin in 
January. 


During the year we have discussed the possibility of preparing a town 
inventory and the Open Space on the Master Plan. We unanimously 
registered our disapporval of the use of public money to create a 
conference center at the Sheiling State Forest on Old Street Road in 
Peterborough. Since there are several nearby conference centers, we feel 
that this would be a waste of tax dollars. 


We welcome any suggestions of projects that we might consider in the 
coming year.
